1. We note your disclosure that, due to general market declines driven by the coronavirus
global pandemic, you performed impairment testing on your goodwill and indefinite-lived
intangible assets. In both cases, you determined that the fair values of these assets
exceeded their carrying value.

In order to provide investors with information to better assess the probability of future
goodwill impairment charges, please disclose, if accurate, that the estimated fair values of
the intangible assets you quantitatively tested for impairment substantially exceeded their
carrying values. For any asset whose estimated fair value did not substantially exceed its
carrying value, please disclose the percentage by which fair value exceeded carrying value
at the date of the most recent test.
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We remind you that the company and its management are responsible for the accuracy

and adequacy of their disclosures, notwithstanding any review, comments, action or absence of
action by the staff.
